YOUNG WIDOW SHOT 
NEAR OZARK ON 
EVE COURT OPENING 


Is Probably Fatally Wounded; 
Well-Known Merchant and 
Farmer Held, Charged 
With Shooting 


OZARK, Ala., Feb. 24—Mrs, Love 

Nevill, young widow of near Ozark, 
was in the Enterprise hospital today 
probably fatally wounded after a 
shooting affray near the county line 
early this morning. 
Pouncey, well known mer 
chant and farmer of this section, was 
lodged in the county jail charged with 
the shooting. 

Sherif Kennedy and Deputy Sher 
iff Cornell found Pouncey in bed when 
they reached his home investigating 
the case. On his way to the jail 
Pouncey talked freely of the affair, 
officers said. He told them that he 
worked in his store until midnight 
and had just closed the door when 
Mrs. Nevill drove up accompanied by 
her children, 

Pouncey is said to have told the of- 
ficers that she began upbraiding him 
for “neglecting her and drinking and 
gambling.’ According to Pouncey’s 
story she finally reached into her car 
and brought out a pistol. When she 
‘pointed it at him he knocked it up” 
and she struck him on the arm, it is 
said. 

He said that he then reached for 
his own gun and fired two bullets into 
her body. Hospital attachees verified 
this part of the story. They stated 
that there were two shots in the 
woman's body, the first entering near 
the right breast and lodging near the 
back and the second penetrating the 
right side, 

Sheriff Kennedy said that Pouncey 
was not drinking and no evidence of 
liquor was found. 

Mrs. Nevill was questioned by offi 
cers and her story as quoted by them 
was that she had gone to the store to 
get some milk for her children and 
that she and Pouncey had quarrelled. 
She said that he drew a pistol on her 
and she then asked one of her chil- 
dren to hand her her gun and when 
she turned for it, Pouncey hot her in 
the side. 

She is said to have accused Pouncey 
of being the father of her children 
and that there had been bad feeling 
between them for sometime. Mrs. 
Nevill had made her home on Mr. 
Pouncey’s farm for several years, it 
was reported. ‘ 

My. Pouncey is one of the coun- 
ty’s most prominent citizens. Ha is 
45 years old, married and has several 
children.—Advertiser,

over him. The crew picked up Craig 
and brought him to Goodwater for 
treatment but it appeared he was 
beastly drunk and asleep at the time 
and he was later roused from his sleep 
none the worse off for the narrow /s- 
cape from death he had just passed 
which he knew nothing -f. 

It is said Craig is a section-hand 
on the Central at Parkdale, and re- 
turned to his work Monday morning. 
The move of a limb of his body while 
the train was passing over him would 
have resulted in instant death.

SPECIAL SESSION CON- 
GRESS BE DEVOTED TO 
AGRICULT., SAYS O’NEAL 


After spending a week in Washing- 
ton conferring with agricultural lead- 
ers in the Senate and House, Mdward 
A. O'Neal, president of the Alabama 
Farm Bureau Federation, is back in 
his office in Montgomery this week 
and has expressed himself as being 
optimistic regarding agricultural leg- 
islation during the special session of 
Congress. 

In an interview the 
week, he said: 

“Our leaders in Congress expect or- 
ganized. agriculture to again take a 
leading part in formulating agricul- 
tural legislation. They seem to be 
just as sympathetic as ever to our 
needs and desires.’” 

Mr, O’Neal said that he understood 
the special session will treat very 
largely with the agricultural problem. 
He said that he hopes that Congress 
will write a national policy for agri- 
culture which ineluded adequate ag- 
ricultural tariffs, surplus control and 
Muscle Shoals. 

In this connection, President O'Neal 
ealled attention to an important res- 
olution passed at the Tenth Annual 
Mectine of the American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation, which set forth the 
nolicy of the national organization. 
An excerpt from this resolution read: 

“We are willing to consider these 
subjects with the. forthcoming nation- 
al administration from time to time 
to find if possible, a better way than 
we have heretofore supported, of ef- 
feetuating adequate control of agri- 
cultural surpluses, of protecting and 
advancing co-operative commodity 
marketing, and ef establishing on our 
farms the henefits of the American 
Protective System, all of which se- 
eure that American standard of liv- 
in® which agriculture and induatyy 
alike desive,"!
